Durinc the two and a half years the Museum has 
been open the annual exhibitions of the San Francisco 
Art Association have grown from a single exhibition 
including all media to three different showings de- 
voted respectively to painting and sculpture, to water- 
colors and pastels, and to drawings and prints. 

That there is sufficient material available of ade- 
quate quality to make three exhibitions possible is a 
healthy sign of local development in art. It is also 
indicative of increased interest on the part of artists 
from other regions, for the exhibitions are open, and 
each year brings more entries from beyond the im- 
mediate vicinity. 

The Drawing and Print Annual is held for the 
first time this year as a separate exhibition. It allows 
those artists who prefer the graphic media to enjoy 
public attention without competition with other types 
of expression, entirely different in character. 

Both drawings and prints call in general for an 
intimate and personal response from the spectator for 
adequate appreciation and enjoyment. They should 
be examined closely and studied for the qualities of 
technique and the revelation of the artist’s character 
which they contain. The present exhibition is ex- 
tremely varied in technical expression as well as in 
point of view and in subject matter, and in these re- 
spects is a typical exhibition of today. 

The Museum is very glad to present for the enjoy- 
ment of the San Francisco public this Print and Draw- 
ing Exhibition of the San Francisco Art Association.
